Formal invitation to citizens of the 
Inited States to subscribe to the Lib- 
erty Loan of $2,900,000,000, to be used 
in the prosecution of the war against 
Germany, was issued by the govern- 
ment yesterday. 

The official notification was received 
from Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo by Governor Joseph A. McCord, of 
the Atlanta Reserve ‘bank, Sunday, in 
°°00-word telegram giving full in-

formation as to how the money is to 


be subscribed, interest paid and how 
paid back by the government. Bonds 
will be issued in denominations rang- 
ing from $50 to $100,000, and Governor 
McCord is making arrangements 
whereby the workman can subscribe 
his “mite” by giving $1 a week for fifty 
weeks, thereby receiving a $50 Lib- 
erty Bond. 

Already a few banks in this district 
have signified their desire to subscribe 
a total of $7,000,000. 

Bank Governors Notified. 

The government's notification, which 
was received here Sunday, was also re- 
ceived by the governors of each of the 
twelve reserve banks throughout the 
nation. Each reserve bank, in turn, is 
having the notification printed, and 
before tonight every bank—national, 
state, private and trust company—in 
the country will have received of- 
ficial notification of the Liberty Loan 
to the government, with full detalis. 

The notification telegram to Gov- 
emnor McCord carries even minute de- 
tails to the printer as to what:kind of 
type various words and lines were to 
be set-in. The clerical forces of the 
reserve banks and other banks 


throughout the nation are to act as 


patriotic agents of the government in 
raising the Liberty Loan’s first in- 
stallment of $2,000,000,000. The re- 
maining $5,000,000,000 will be raised 
later in a similar manner. 

All subscriptions to the first install- 
ment of $2,000,000,000 must be in by 
June 15. Each reserve bank will daily 
report to Washington Its eubscriptions, 
and the rule of ‘first come, first to be 
served,” will be invoked, so that the 
man who hesitates to subscribe to the 
Liberty Loan will be left out.

German Ruler Recognizes

Copenhagen, May 13.—(Via London.) 
Emperor William recognizes no state 
of war with the United States so far as 
his personal comfort is concerned. This 
is shown by the fact that he has sum- 
moned his American dentist, Arthur 
Newton Davis, of Piqua, Ohio, to visit 
him at great headquarters this week 
and attend to the necessary repairs 
to the tmperial teeth. 

The war in general has proved tooth- 
ache to be no respecter of international 
relations and throughout the long 
months of tension between Germany 
and the United States the imperial and 
royal family and the highest officiats 
of the state have continued to patronize 
their respective American dentists. 
Each new crisis was marked by an al- 
most ludicrous rush of members of the 
royal families, foreign office officials 
and other dignitaries to get their teeth 
attended to before the possible depar- 
ture of the American dentists. Some 
of the most rabid vituperators of the 
United. States have been mild doves in 
American dental chairs. 

The emperor's personal view of the 
relations with the United States appar- 
ently is the official interpretation of his 
government which in a communication 
remarding the contMmuance of the Bel- 
of the “abandonment of neutrality” by 
the United States.

DRILL FOR SPONSORS. 


A group of Atlanta women, form- 
ing the association of sponsors for 
the Fifth regiment, who will aid in 
the campaign for recruits, will be 
entertained Tuesday by the head- 
quarters company and, other 
branches of the Fifth at Lakewood, 
where many of the infantrymen are 
bivouacked. 

The regimental band, under the 
direction of Clint Barber, leader, will 
play a concert while the soldiers go 
through drill formations that will be 
concluded by passing in review be- 
fore their sponsors. 


Orders were received by Colonel Or- 
ville H. Hall last night from the war 
department in Washington to immedi- 
ately recruit the Fifth regiment to 
war strength, and as a result a vigor- 
ous recruiting campaign will start to- 
day. 

In connection with this campaign it 
was stated by Colonel Hall that there 
are hundreds of non-commissioned of- 
fices now open in the Fifth, and that 
recruits will have equal opportunity to 
compete for them. 

The large number of openings is due 
in part to the fact that seventy-five 
non-coms are to be discharged because 
of dependents, and twenty-five officers 
have been sent to the officers’ train- 
ing camp at Fort MePherson. There 
are only 112 non-commissioned men in 
the Fifth at present. 

The non-commissioned ranks include 
cooks, artificers, horseshoers, mechan- 
ics, buglers, corporals, sergeants of 
varying ranks and first-class privates. 

The Fifth regiment is scattered in 
companies and smaller 
all over north Georgia on guard duty 
at railroad;bridges, industrial factories 
and power plants. In event the war 
department's order means mobilization 
at an early date, the organization can 
be brought together within twelve 
hours. 

“Atlanta should exert herself more

The governor. advised that vacant 
lots be plowed and turned over free 
of rent to people who will cultivate 
them, and urged municipalities to pur- 
chase cans fér canning clubs and fer- 
tilizer for gardens, distributing these 
free. 

“Public funds could be well employed 
in this way,” Governor Bickett said, 
“and it would be better for the streets 
of a town to be unswept for two weeks 
in May than for our pantries to be bare 
next winter.”

Vigorous Campaign for the 
Downfall of Bethmann- 
Hollweg—Von Bernstorff 
Mentioned as Possible 
Successor. 


Copenhagen, May 13.—(Via London.) 
The latest direct advices received here 
from Berlin confirm the impression that 
a vigorous campaign is being waged to 
von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the imperial chan- 
cellor. , : 

The movement has shown such 
strength that there was much specula- 
tion when the news of the chancellor’s 
trip to headquarters became known Fri- 
day, whether he would return as chan- 
cellor or as a private individual. The 
friends of Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
however, were absolutely sure that 
the chancellor still possessed the full 
confidence of the emperor, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the pan-Ger- 
mans and conservatives to harass him 
on the question of electoral reforms 
and particularly on his failure to ex- 
press a stern non-possumus on the pro- 
posal of the reichstag constitutional 
committee to change the method of the 
appointment of army and navy officers 
on the ground that it was undermining 
the throne and endangering the future 
of the Hohenzollern dynasty. 

Bethmann-Hollweg Alarmed. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg himself, 
according to stories circulating in Ber- 
lin, did not take the movement against 
him altogether lightly and was credited 
with the remark that if his opponents 
drove him out they would only put 
Count von Bernstorff, former ambas- 
sador to the United States, in his place. 
The rumors about Von Bernstorff’s 
candidacy for the chancellorship are 
traced back to his remark from Wil- 
helmstrasee, it is asserted. 

The position of Dr. Alfred Zimmer- 
mann, vice chancellor and foreign sec- 
retary, is described also as shaky, the 
Mexican affair having undermined the 
confidence of the reichstag and of his 
progressive sponsors in his qualifica- 
tions for the post. of chancellor. But 
it is difficult at this distance to judge 
the amount of truth behind this report 
and that of Count von Bernstorff's can- 
didacy.- ~ 

The Pan-American Hamburger Na- 
chricten, discussing rumors concern- 
ing Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, says 
the Bethmannites are expecting the 
chancellor to return from headquar- 
ters not-only with a renewed expression 
of the emperor’s confidence, but with 
some tangible and extraordinary proof 
of it—apparently some new title. 

-The chancellor himself evidently is 
determined to persist in his policy of 
putting off until the morrow a state- 
ment of his policy on the question of 
internal reforms and the definition of 
Germany’s peace aims and apparently 
will be able to continue this policy.

Sunday the last few companies mak- 
ing up the reserve corps camp arrived, 
with the exception of a number of men 
who will come in today as part of the 
special engineering company designated 
from headquarters to attend the local 
camp. These men will be under the 
instruction of Major Lytle Brown. For 
several applicants who desired admit- 
tance to this special company of the 
camp, Major Brown held examinations 
Sunday. He secured all the men neces- 
sary to complete the company of en- 
gineers. 

The companies which arrived. Satur- 
day were on Sunday issued their uni- 
forms and back to the memories of the 
past’ went the citizen’s clothing.

cent gold bonds of an issue authorized by 
act of congress approved April 24, 1917. 

Bearer bonds, with interest coupons at- 
tached, will be issued in denominations of 
$60, $100, $500 and $1,000. Bonds registered 
as to principal and interest will be issued in 
denominations of $100, $500, $1,000, $6,000, 
_— $50,000 and $100,000. Provision will 
be made for the interchange of bonds of 
Gifferent denominations and of coupon and 
registered bonds, upon payment, !f the seo- 
retary of the treasury shall require, of a 
charge not exceeding $1 for each new bond 
issued upon such exchange. 

Transfers of registered bonds and ex- 
changes of registered and coupon bonds 
and of bonds of different denominations 
will not be made until October 1, 1917, or 
such later date as may be designated by the 
gpecretary of the treasury. 
Mature June 15; 1947. 

The bonds will be dated June 15, 1917, 
and will bear interest at the rate of 31, per 
centum per annum from that date, payable 
semi-annually on December 15 and June 135. 
The bonde will mature June 15, 1947. The 
fesue may be redeemed on or after June 15, 
1932, in whole or in part, at par and ac- 
crved interest, on three months’ published 
notice, on any interest day; in case of par- 
tial redemption, the bonds to be redeemed 
to be determined by lot by such method as 
may be prescribed by the secretary of the 
treasury. 

The principal and interest of the bonds 
will be payable in United States gold coin. 
of the present standard of value, and the 
bonds will be exempt, both as to principa) 
and interest, from all taxdtion, except es- 
tate or inheritance taxes imposed by au- 
thority of the United States or its posses- 
sions or by any state or local taxing au- 
thorities. he bonds will not bear the cir- 
culation privilege, but will be receivable as 
security for deposijs of public money.

RAISE MORE CORN 
TO REPLACE WHEAT 


Washington, May 13.—The most ef- 
fective way to remedy the probable 
shortage in the wheat crop is to plant 
corn, says the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

Ordinarily the quantity of corn pro- 
duced in the United States is from three 
to four times the quantity of wheat, 
but only a very small portion of the 
crop—from § to 10 per cent—has been 
used for human food. This amount 
may be estimated in normal times at 
about 200,000,000 bushels a year. Not 
over 6 per cent has been exported in 
peace times. A relatively slight in- 
crease in the corn acreage, therefore, 
will place many millions of bushels

[BALFOUR PAYS VISIT 
TO COLONEL ROOSEVELT 


New York, May 13.—Foreign Minis- 
ter Arthur J. Balfour, of Great Britain, 
spent a somewhat militant Sunday, al- 
though it was supposed to be a day of 
rest for the weary envoys. 

In the morning the British statesman 
went to the cathedral of John the 
Divine, where he lMstened to a war ser- 
mon by the Rev. Dr. Charlies H. Brent, 
Episcopal bishop of the Philippines. In 
the afternoon he went to Oyster Bay 
for a visit to Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt. There were no formal entertain- 
ments for the members of the ‘war mis- 
sion, and Mr. Balfour’s colleagues spent 
the day as they pleased. 

There was a distinguished congrega- 
tion at the cathedral. Mr. Balfour oc- 
cupied a pew with Joseph H. Choate 
and Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 
ambassador. A great crowd had as- 
semrbled outside to catch a glimpse of 
Mr. Balfour, but Sunday decorum kept 
the throng silent. 

The congregation sat under the in- 
terlocked flags of the allies. Bishop 
Brent, who preached at St. Paul's ca- 
thedral, London, a month ago at a 
service attended by King George and 

ueen Mary in honor of the entry of 
the United States into the war, prayed 
for the armies in the field 

“This is the proper place to celebrate 
a festival of unity,” he said.in his 
sermon. “In 1776 the battle of Harlem 
Heights was fought near this spot. The 
dust of those who took part in that 
battle for Ifberty is below us. Above 
their ashes we celebrate a feast of 
unity, which, please God, will last as 
long as the world shall stand. America 
now lays her heart of embrace around 
Britain. We pledge our help.”

Lieutenant Ware declared 
that through his glasses he saw the 
Shot strike the U-boat’s periscope and 
that the hit was followed by a cloud 
of white vapor, as if an internal ex- 
plosion had been cauged.

Proposal to levy a special tax of five 
per cent on motor vehicles and automobile | 
tires and the commandeering of the steel | 


burden, and it should be distributed equita- 
bly and fairly. 

If the automobile and tire industries of 
this country are to be singled out and 
burdened with a special five per cent tax, 
a large number of smaller manufacturers of 
motor vehicles and tires will no doubt be 
put out of business, destroying the liv¢li- 
hood of thousands of dealers, garage, repair 
men and accessory manufacturers. 

Similar distress would follow, according 
to the consensus of opinion of men who 
should know, the commandeering of the 
steel supply, because the automobile indus- 
try—as well as many others—is dependent 
largely upon the steel plants of the country. 
According to the most reliable reports the 
steel companies of the nation are able to 
care for all governmental and industrial 
needs unless compelled to make discrimina- 
tory distribution.

That it is not a luxury is 
attested by the proven fact that more than 
one-half of the registered automobiles in the 
United States today are in use solely for 
business purposes and the remaining ones 
are used for passenger-carrying purposes 
in place of trolley cars and railroad trains. 

Automobile manufacturing is the fifth 
largest industry in the country; and the 
congress of the United States would do well 
to pause and ponder seriously the probable 
effects that would entail should it be ruth- 
lessly damaged.

In the presence of an audience that pack- 
ed the Baptist Tabernacle from the gallery 
down, with scores stariding, Dr. Lincoln Mc- 
Connell told the Georgia volunteers yester- 
day that they were fighting the battle of 
the ages, foretold centuries ago, which would 
bring peace and freedom to a world, now 
gripped by the mightiest tyrant of time who, 
in a little while, would go down into oblivion, 
the doom predicted in Scriptures for that 
tyrant’s master, Satan. 

The occasion was Dr, MoConnell’s lecture 
on “The Devil and the Kaiser,” atid the pur- 
pose was to awaken the people of Atlanta to 
the vital world-wide importance of the is- 
gues in which America had joined and the 
necessity that American manhood should come 
those issues. 

Calls for Reeruits. 

Judging by the enthusiasm of the audience 
at the beginning and the effect produced by 
the lecture, the occasion was a big success 
and should result in a more active response 
to the call to the colors at the recruiting 
stations this week. When the speaker re- 
ferred with deep emotion to his own two boys, 
who enlisted in the aviation corps last week, 
and asked those present to rise and pray 
for the noble Georgia volunteers who were 
going into indescribable dangers on land and 
sea for the great cause, there was scarcely 
one in the great audience not visibly moved 
and many were weeping. 

At the conclusion of his address, Dr. Mc- 
Connell made a stirrine appeal for a great- 
er display of the volunteer spirit. He par- 
ticularly urged mothers and fathers to make 
the greatest sacrifice that could be required 
of them, the free offering of their sons. 

“While ‘all of us with patriotism and 
judgment realized the necessity of conscrip- 
tion,’”’ he declared, “we want to see more 
who are willing to go. 

“When all these things are over, I would 
rather be able “tu hear my boy’s voice in 
loving memory than in some cowardly whine, 
explaining why he did not enlist when the 
call came.”’ 

Arrival of Recruits. 

The meeting was scheduled for 3 o'clock, 
and the crowd had fully gathered by that 
time, but it was 3:30 before a beginning 
could be made owing to the delay of the re- 
cruits in arriving from the fort. This was 
due to the fact that the special cars did 
not go after them until 2:30. . 

Arrived at Forsyth and Mitchell streets, 
the recruits, headed by the Seventeenth Reg- 
iment band, and marshaled by Captain G. V. 
Heidt, the army recruiting officer, marched 
down Mitchell street to Whitehall. They 
proceeded up Whitehall and Peachtree to the 
Grand theater, where they doubled into For- 
syth. Thence they proceeded to Luckie and 
the Tabernacle, where seats had been re- 
served for them in the two center aisles of 
the auditorium, 

Army Recruiting. 9 

Just behind the band in the parade came 
the office forces of the local army and navy 
recruiting headquarters in uniform. 

A large crowd witnessed the parade on the 
streets and cheered the music of the band. 
IKveryone was outspoken in praise of the 
splendid showing and remarkably soldierly 
bearing of the vv. recruits, the veterans of 
whom had been in training for only a little 
over a month, and many but a few days. 

After a brief introduction, in which he de- 
clared that, if there ever was a holy war it 
was that into which these boys (signifying 
the recruits before him) were going. Dr. Mc- 
Connell announced that his son, Edwin, would 
sing a song which he had specially composed 
for the occasion, entitled .““Good-by, Germany.” 

The crowds almost went wild with delight 
as the young man, a recent volunteer in the 
aviation service, sang accompanying his own 
words on the piano, ending each verse with 
some such refrain as these: “Uncle Sam 
says that it will do, the whole big world is 
down on you, so good-by, Germany,” and the 
kaiser’s head we'll knock right off, just like 
that old Romanoff, so good-by, Germany.” 

Dr. McCennell’s Sermon. 

Resuming his subject, Dr. McConnell said 
that while the evidence in Scripture prophecy 
was amazingly strong for that view, he did 
not want it understood from the title of 
his lecture that he was holding up the kaiser 
as the Man of Sin or the Antichrist foretold 
in the Bible. In selecting his subject he 
meant no disrespect to the kaiser. 

“The Satan of the Bible is not the Satan 
of the poets, Dante and Milton,” he said, “and 
certainly he is far from the comic fiend 
that is made a joke of by the modern world. 
He is a being of exceeding great ability and 
resourcefulness and, in the Bible, he is never 
referred to contemptuously. It is made 
clear that he has the power to enter human 
‘beings and dominate their conduct. He 
usually appears as an angel of light His 
outstanding characteristics are his pride and 
his greed of power. 

“Now study the Satan as depicted in the 
Bible and the life and activities of the kaiser 
and see if you do not find a parallel. The 


one ruling idea of the kaiser, since he as- 
cended the throne, has been to make the 


dominant in the world. To this end he has 
seen to it that his people are the best or- 
ganized and most efficient that history has 
ever known. The brand, ‘Made in Germany,’ 
has been a trademark of excellence recog- 
nized everywhere. 
‘But all this power and efficiency has had 
a single aim, the aggrandizement of the kai- 
ser. There has been no liberty in Germany. 
From the professors and experts in the col- 
leges down to the humbliest farmer in his 
fields all are subject to his personal am- 
bition. Their lessons in school, their whole 
life has been ordéred by this wonderful in- 
telligence that intended at the fit time to use 
all this power for his own glory. There nas 
never been an hour that the man, dominated 
by this migthy purpose, has not been ready 
to call his people to arms and leap at the 
throat of his supposed enemy before he knew 
why he was being assaulted. 
Driven by Satanic Purpose. : 
“The kaiser has been driven by an insane, 
satanic purpose to place himself on top of 
a prostrate world. Everything in his em- 
pire has been ordered to-a military purpose. 
Do not imagine that the German people are 
in themselves more cruel than other peoples. 
You know from your own experience with 
them as friends and neighbors that this is

Patriotic Offers of Wealth. 

The lecturer referred with praise to the 
patriotic offers of their wealth and of their 
business which had been made. to the presi- 
dent by our industrial leaders. 

-“We cannot offer milHons in money and 
great factories,” he added, “but we*have that 
which is of far greater value to us than money 
or great industrial establishments. We can 
offer our boys. That we can and must do, 
although it is the greatest sacrifice a par- 
ent can be called upon to yield. If we are 
true to ourselves, to the mighty principles 
symbolized by our fgg and. to the great 
cause on which we aTe embarked, probably 
the greatest in the world’s history, we will 
do it.” iis Si 

Captain G. V. Heidt was called upon by tle 
lecturer to say a few words about the pres- 
ent needs of the army from his more intimate 
knowledge. He was given a magnificent oVa- 
tion on his appearance on the platform in 
the full uniform of an army captain. He 
said that his business was that o% a soldier 
and that soldiers were not trained for speak- 
ers, but that he did want to impress upon 
the audience the need of the army for more 
men. Georgia had averaged less than forty 
recruits per day and she must do better to 
save her reputation. He knew that Georgia 
boys would fight, and it was his ambition to 
see the boys of his own state leading all

“Belgium does not want the pity of Amer- 
ica. She wants her help and sympathy. The 
Belgians are fighting for the freedom of the 
coming generations and the existence of 
democracy,” said Rev. Henri Anet, who is at 
present the representative of the Franco- 
Belgian relief committee in America, last 
night at the North Avenue’ Presbyterian 
church, 

“We appreciate more than words can tell 
what America has done for the women and 
children of Belgium. Only by the aid of the 
American relief committee have the women 
and children been able to keep bodies and 
souls together. 

“But every day the widows and orphans 
are growing more numerous and the situation 
is becoming desperate. Most of the men are 
at the front... Those that are not have been 
placed in slavery by the Germans. They are 
shipped to Germany, where they are worked 
and starved until they are mere skeletons, 
then they are sent back to their relatives, 
who themselves are slowly dying from lack 
of food. If the American people could see 
what I have seen they would consider the 
Germans in a different light. The Belgians 
are a Christian people and some day may be 
able to forgive, but they can never forget.

There is one form of cancer, called epithe- 
lioma, which occurs chiefly upon the skin, 
the lips and other skin-mucous membrane 
margins, in persons we]l past middle age, and 
it is the slowest, least malignant, most readi- 
ly curable kind of cancer. A very frequent | 
Situation is the cheek, where a little pimple 
or wart-like lesion persists for years, becomes. 
irritated now and then, perhaps bleeds a 
trifle, scabs over, almost heals, then breaks 
open again. Ultimately the little sore begins 
to increase in size. When a lesion of that 
sore remains for a year, the sensible thing to 
do is to have it surgically removed. This 
may be done painlessly, in the doctor’s office, 
without risk, without disability, by means of 
&@ local anesthetic: Following the surgical 
excision of the little growth it is well to have 
the wound or scar treated a few times with 
the X-ray, to destroy any possible cancer 
cells which may have escaped the kiife. 

Charlatans and ignorant folk still think of — 
cancer as growing from “roots.” They image- — ‘ 
ine a caustic paste may be applied which will — 
“eat away” the cancer and its “roots” with- 
out injuring normal surrounding tissues. This 
is utterly wrong. The human eye cannot dis- 
tinguish between cancer tissue and, healthy 
tissue. Only the microscope will do that 
Hence it is impossible to say whether any 
microscopic cancer cells may have been left 
behind after any operation. The X- . in 
skilled hands. will destroy such ceHs with- 
out doing serious damage to healthy tissues. 

But ahother remedy has been used with 
success in the treatment of small epithelio- 
mas, by Dr. Hiram H. Seelye, in Plorida, Dr. 
Seelye focuses direct sunlight upon the little | 


growth by means of an ordinary magnifying — 


glass, such as a “reading glass.” He concen- 
trates the sun’s rays on the sore for. several 
minutes, until the patient complains of burn- 
ing, then quickly lengthens the focus 60 as to 
cover with the rays an area an eighth ofan 
inch beyond the borders of the sore. Every 
few minutes he shortens the focus momen- 
tarily, to induce burning sensation again for - 
a second, then lengthens it immediaely, thus 
making a treatment last ten or fifteen min-- 
utes. The scab looks darker after the treat- 
ment, and in a few days becomes loose and 
falls off. Treatment is given every day or 
two, till the scab comes off, leaving a raw 
bleeding ulcer. Then a local anesthetic ig 
applied, and the rays focused on the ulcer 
powerfully enough to cauterize the base. This 
probably destroys the cancer cells. Milder 
treatment is continued for a few weeks there- 
after, at intervals of three or four days, un- 
til the sore heals over perfectly.

S. A. L. HEAD PLEADS 


W. J. Harahan, president of the Sea- 
board railroad, hag issued a card which 
makes a plea for an increase of freight 
rates for all railways. Mr. Harahan, 
after showing that the cost of materials 
necessary te the maintenance of a rail- 
road, has been approximately doubled, 
declares that an immediate increase in 
freight rates is essential to continued 
operation. 

He estimates the increased cost of the 
Seaboard alone for the year 1917 to be 
more than $3,000,000, reaulting from an

as steel, coal and lumber, a $119,303.00 
increase in taxes and a $298,551.00 in- 
crease in car hire. 

“If the railroads fail to measure up to 
their responsibilities as a result of in- 
sufficient revenue to operate their 
trains it will mean a prolongation of 
the war, and will be paid for by the 
public in increased war taxes,” he 
says. ‘“‘Why, then, should they not be 
allowed te protect themselves by ad- 
vancing the price of the only commodity 
they have to sell, transportation?’

GLOOMY IN GERMANY 


Amsterdam, May 18.—(Via London.)— 
The bitter complaints concerning agri- 
cultural affairs, uttered during the de- 
bate’in the. reichstag yesterday, lend 
interest to the somber description of 
conditions in the German countryside 
emanating from the frontier corre- 
spondent of The Amsterdam Handels- 
blad. The correspondent declares that 
the supply of labor is shrinking con- 
tinuously, that fertilizer is lacking and 
fodder articles are extremely scarce 
and exorbitantly dear. 

Seed and planting materials, he says, 
are insufficient and: owing to the lack 
of male laborers agricultural opera- 
tions are much too late and inadequate- 
ly performed, while no proper draft 
animals are obtainable even at outra- 
geously high prices. 

The milk yfeld, the correspondent 
adds, has fallen more than one-half 
and the quality is much depreciated. It 
is a mournful sight, he says, to see so 
many fields lying fallow.

New Orleans, May 12.—-Although sell- 
ing pressure was put upon cotton dur- 
ing the first half of last week, the mar- 
ket gained strength later and closed at 
a net gain of nearly half a cent a pound 
on the most active months.

Cold weather over 
the south turned sentiment in favor of 
the market and on the week-end 
peace talk, together with improvement 
in the spot demand and reports of 
large government orders for cloths be- 
ing placed among mills, inspired much 
buying. 

At the lowest levels of the week prices 
showed a net loss of 1 to 30 points. 
From this the market moved up to a 
net gain of 54 to 55 points. The close 
showed a net rise of 35 to 47 points. 
The range for the week was 69 to 85 
points.
